FEDERAL TROOPS BEATEN 
IN BATTLE WITH REBELS 


Towns in the Federal District 
Sacked—Deputies Score the 
Government and Denounce 
Madero and Cheer for the 
Exiled Diaz—Attack on the 
Capital Feared. 


Mexico City, October 25.—Shocked by 
the realization that the forces of Emil- 
iano Zapatista had entered the federal 
disfrict, sacked a town and then stood 
off a detachment of the federal army, 


the chamber of deputies tonight de- 
manded that the acting minister of 


war and the minister of the intefior 
appear before that body and render 
full reports regarding the insurrection 
and the measures being taken for its 
suppression. It was agreed to remein 
in session until the ministers appeared, 
and that should the head of the war 
department fail to report before morn- 


ing, to go to his house in public pro- 
test. 

Tumultuous Session of Deputies. 

To consider the action of the depu- 
ties, the president calleda special ses- 
Sion of the cabinet and it was agreed 
that the deputies should be given, as 
800n as possible, the details of the cam- 
paign against the rebels. 

Not in many weeks has there been so 
tumultuous a session of the chamber. 

Every paper in the cite toda’ car- 
ried long accounts gf the battle of 
Milpa Alta, in which the Zapatistas 
had repulsed the federals, killing and 
wounding more than half of the bat- 
talion sent against them, and the alarm 
in the capitol was not allayed by offi- 
cial statements calculated to minimize 
the defeat. 

Late in the afternoon there reached 
the city and the chamber a report, sub- 
sequentiy confirmed, . that another 
slight encounter between federals and 
rebels had occurred, this time within 2 
miles of Xochimilico. This news in- 
creased the tension in the chamber, 
whose galleries had by that time been 
filled to their capacity. 

Madero Scored; Diaz Cheered. 

Francisco I. Madero shared the de- 
monstration leveled at the government 
by the excited deputies, and the gal- 
leries applauded. 

One deputy made complimentary ref- 
erence to Diaz and his government, and 
again the audience shouted its ap- 
proval. 

Milpa Alta today was in the hands 
of the government troops, and there, 
General Cauz, in command of the col- 
umn sent from the capitol, has made 
his temporary headquarters. 

Moving northward through the state 
of Morelos is General Case Lopez, at 
the head of a considerable force. The 
Zapatistas who raided the federal dis- 
trict town and wuoSe exact numbers 
not even the governemnt knows, are 
scattered in small bands throughout 
the surrounding hills. 

The government officials state that 
the rebels are retreating to the state 
of Morelos, but the fact that a few en- 
gaged a small detachmént of troops in 
a skirmish near Xochimilico indicates 
that a portion, atleast, are nearer the 
capitol than yesterday. 

In the town of Milpa Alta represen- 
sentatives of the White Cross and the 
Red Cross today attended the wounded. 
In the streets of the little town to- 
night some fifty bodies remain un- 
buried. 

Rumors of March On Capitol. 

The residents of Xochimilico, guard- 
ed by rurales untillate this afternoon, 
when the government force was or- 
dered into the hills, fear an attack to- 
night, and wild rumors of a movement 
toward the capitol are heard, though 
not given credence by many. One of 
these rumors tonight was that Zapatista 
had sent the minister of war a demand 
for the surrender of the city. The story 
was denied. 

Many of the small towns in the path 
of the rebels have been practically de- 
serted and left at the mercy of the 
raiders, according to an official state- 
ment made tonight. News from the 
state of Morelos,tn. stronghold of the 
rebels, is that the dash into the fed- 
eral district has arouseu the spirits of 
the rebels, who have renewed, with 
greater energy, their campaign of loot- 
ing. 

A number of hyciendas and villages 
have been occupied, and dispatches 
from Cuautla tonight say the occupa- 
tion of Chietla is imminent. 


Reyes Invited to Return. 
San Antonio, Texas, October 
General Bernardo Reyes, who hurried- 
ly left Mexico a few weeks ago and 
came to this city via Havana and New 
Orieans, may return to his native coun- 
try without fear of persona) harm. 
This message was brought here today 
by Louis L. De La Barra, brother of 
the provisional] president of the repub- 
lic. De La Bara assured Ceneral Reyes 
that he would be given every guaran- 
tee within the law, as soon as Fran- 
ciseo I. Madero assumes the presidency. 
General Reyes saia he “would take the 
matter into consideration, and I will 
act in accordance with what I believe 
to be for the bestinterests of Mexic».” 
General Reyes will leave here this 
week, probably Friday, and will int-r- 
cept President Taft on his eastward 
journey.

killedin The Los Angeles Times explo- 
sion a year ago. 

Just how to obtain more veniremen 
was & question discussed by opposing 
counsel tonight. It was said the de- 
fense might object to taking venire- 
men from other branches of the supe- 
rior court. The alternative seemed to 
be the summoning of q@ new venire, 
which might take days. This course 
Ws considered unlikely. 

Day's Work With Talesmen.

Large and heavy 
articles are thrown into receptacles 
at the rear of the machine, while the 
letters which are properly stamped in 
the “northeast” corner are placed on 
a belt which runs along the front. This 
beit, With separate grooves for long 
and short envelopes, carries the mail 
to another machine, where it is stack- 
ed and faced preparatory to being can- 
celed. The table will care for 600 let- 
ters a2 minute—enough to Keep the 
greedy canceling machine well fed. So 
successfully has the table worked in 
the local office that on Saturday night 
the clerks were through with their 
work an hour earlier than usual, 

The necessity of time-saving devices 
will be evident when it is realized that 
three-fourths of the day’s work in 
sorting mail is done during three rush 
hours. This large majority of the work 
is done between the hours of 6 and 9 
at night, when the vast flow of busi- 
ness letters comes in. It is estimated 
that an average of 125.000 letters are 
handled during this time, while it is 
nothing unusual to have the number 
run up as high as 140,000.
